Ovor the irregular basin formed by 
jmor’s Island, the Brooklyn and 
Manhattan shores, hundreds 


gulls were flying—now 
in 
straight 
lines, now in sweeping circles, now 
swooping down to the surface of the 
water, to rise again with flutter of 
wings and a flinging of spray. Over 
the funnels of the tugs, steamers and 
ferryboats which always 
crowd 
the 
waterway they flew, darting down be­ 
tween the gliding hulls and calling 
to each other now and then with harsh 
cries. 
There were gray 
gulls 
and 
white ones, big ones and little ones and 
the misty air palpitated with the rush 
and beat of their wings. They seemed 
as much at home and as devoid of 
fear as if they had been flying along 
some lonely Jersey beach or circling 
over the lonely headland of Montauk. 


The Screech of a steam whistle close 
to the wings of a shooting bird did 
not seem to startle him in the least 
and as to the roar of the millions of the 
great city which sounded around them 
—perhaps it sounded to them like the 
roar of the ocean and made them feel 
at home.

hundreds of miles since daybreak to 
get here and the storm from which 
they fie# may pass off to the eastward 
and not strike the city. But when you 
sos the gulls you can bet there is 
something doing on the greet Atlantic 
“This is rn larger flock than one gen 
emily sees here, hut I will wager that 
most, if not all, of them have been 
here before. 
These flocks of gulls 
form each little communities, as you 
know lf you have ever dwelt along the 
seashore. Each flock is one big fami 
ly and, as they have their own nest 
Ing place along the shore, so they have 
their own coves and bays where they 
seek shelter from the storms. 
The 
reason the flock seen between 
Gov­ 
ernor s Island and the Battery varies 
in size from time to time is that, un­ 
less the storm is very 
severe, 
the 
tough old birds stay out and send in 
the younger and frailer ones. 
Of all 
the unnumbered flocks of sea gulls 
that scream along the shores of the 
scven seas, I doubt if any has such 
a unique harbor of refuge as the one 
which, when the .storms lash the At­ 
lantic into rage, seeks haven within 
a mile of the geographical center of 
Greater New York, where the towering 
crags of the skyscrapers protect them 
from the fury of the northeast wind.”

domination of English mills. 


Asia is the greatest market, 


both for England and the United 
States. Thither more than 60 
per cent of England's exports of 
cotton manufacturers go, while 
the proportion of our exports 
that went to Asia is even larger. 
The Department 
of Commerce 


and Labor has recently published 
some comparative figures on (his 
subject that are of interest. In 
1905 England's cotton exports to 
Asia were 1202,212, 600 and those 
of the United States $86,938.200. 


As for the markets of Europe, 


the domination of English spin- 
ners is both absurd and absolute. 
For example, we with our mills 
in the cotton patches, sold to Ger- 
many last year $22,100 worth of 
cotton manufactures, 
whereas 


England dispose i of $5,319,500, 
while for all the rest of Europe 
the figures were, respectively, 
$149,600 and $24,495,200. 


There is some encouragement, 


however, in the fact that Ameri- 
can exports of cotton manufact- 
ures have increased steadily and 
in some instances rapidly.

Over 
the funnels of the tuga, steamers and 
ferryboats which always crowd the 
waterway they flew, darting down be- 
tween the gliding hulls and calling 
to each other now and then with harsh 
cries.

and beat of their wings. They seemed 
as much at home and as devoid of 
fear as If they had been flying along 
some lonely Jersey beach or circling 
over the lonely headland of Montauk.

Some of the most beautiful sights 


are found in the sea—the coral reefs 
and the sunken gardens, filled with 
strange marine plants. Some marine 
animals live only In the puresjt wa- 
ter, others only in .the foulest water; 
for every condition there is a life to 
fit it. 


In all ocean basins, hills and ridges, 


as well as troughs and deep holes, oc- 
cur, and the bottom is covered with 
the skeletons of 
marine animals, 


changed by time into slime and stone. 
Some of the animals of the 
ocean 


have no eyes, having no need of them; 
others have a hundred eyes. 


Tbe largest animal and the tiniest 


animal are found in the sea. In places 
the sea is 30,000 feet deep. Its aver- 
age depth is over 12,000 feet. Twice 
every 24 hours the water rises and 
falls. 
At the entrance to the Bay 


of Fundy the rise at spring tide is no 
less than 70 feet. The natural power 
that controls the tide is a tremendous 
one. 


And the plant life in the ocean is 


almost as remarkable as the animal 
life. 
Learned men have been study- 


ing it for centuries and are only be- 
ginning to understand it. If you want 
to be Interested as no novel can in- 
terest you, procure a book telling in 
a simple manner of the life in the 
seas. There are plenty of such books 
writtten for the people rather than for 
scientists. 


One of the worms found In the ocean 


lives by swallowing sand, extracting 
from It whatever animal or vegetable 
food it may contain. 
The animals 


of the ocean live on each other. One 
animal kills its prey by means of an 
electric shock. A fish is known which 
fishes with a sort of hook and line 
and thus secures its foqd. There is 
a phosphorescence on the, sea that at 
times produces a light so brilliant 
that at night one may read by It 
This is produced by millions of living 
things.
